H alſo made fo fair a Progreſs in the Way that leads us 
girectly to the Concluſion of ſuch a Peace as will an- 
ſwer all ber Religious Prayers, the Care and Vigilancy of Her late 
and preſent mai able Miniſtry, the Payments of a moſt willing and 
obedient People, as well as all the Glorious Toils and Hazards f 
the Soldiery: Since ſhe hath choſen 'a "Worthy General, 
whoſe Valour and Conduct was never queſtion'd, for the 
Leading up of Her Forces againſt the Enemy, if they will 
withſtand Us, or elſe for the making a Safe and Honourable 
Peace with Sword in Hand, after She had laid down gently 
in the Bed of Honour, the Great General, who by à con- 
ſtant Stream of Succeſs, had carried the Britiſh Name Abroad 
to ſuch a Height of Military Glory; by this Means putting 
him out of a Capacity of Tarniſhing the Brightneſs of his 
Honour, by any ill Succeſs, that the Fortune of War (which 
is uncertain) if it had longer continued, might poſſibly 
have brought upon him : Since upon the Change of Her late 
Miniſtry, though never ſo Faithful, She has in Her Great 
Prudence employ'd Others, whoſe Ability and Fidelity is 
unqueſtionable, of which they give Daily the moſt evident

Empire added to the other: Since She is ſo ſtrictly Careful 
of the Continuance of the Succeſſion to the Crown of the 
Britiſh Monarchy in the Proteſtant Line, that She has en- 
gag'd the only Great Enemy that oppos'd this, now to 
maintain it: Since in Her Pious Wiſdom She hath taken the 
moſt effectual Care of the Beſt Reform'd Church in the 
World, not ſuffering, as much as in Her lies, the Sin of 
Diſcord to enter into the Places Sacred to the Worſhip f Goa; 
or that any Biſhops, out of whatſoever Pretence of Zeal for 
Religion, or of being Wel-wiſhers to Moderation, and the 
Government, ſhould deſtroy Epiſcopacy it ſelf, (which ſome 
of them have ſcem'd too much inclin'd to do), whilſt at che 
ſame time, as a tender Narfng Mother to Her People, She is 
very Careful, that all that have, or that but pretefid to have 
tender Conſciences, ſhould be Indulged in the Exerciſe of 
Religion; not to the Intent that they ſhould, by this Means 
be harden'd or encourag'd in their Errors; but that by theſe 
Gentle Methods, thoſe who might juſtly have Excommuni- 
cations denounc'd againlt them, may rather, tor the Salva-

3. No Promiſes, thongh never fo folemnly made, and ſeveral 
times repeated, no Coronation Oath would bind. An Uſurp'd Dif- 
penſing Power muſt cancel all, and deſtroy the Legiſlative Right. 
Incloſures muſt be hid open, and the Wild Beaſt be let in by this 
means, to Subyert our Liberties, and Deſtroy the Vineyard which 
God's own Right-hand had Planted; and which was pronuſed to be 
Preſervd and Maintain'd. The Prelates that ſtood in the Gap 
were Impriſon'd; and after all this, and a great deal more, there 
was a ſhameful Deſertion, and Abdication of 'Two Kingdoms, the 
one after the other. And how could it be expected, that the Sub-

that a Ship were not to be ſteer d by any Body, when the Pilot had 
left it; but were to be expos'd to the Rage of a Tempeſt ? | 
| . What could a Wiſe Nation do after the trial of * two 
*QueenMa- popiſh Princes, whom they had freely Admitted, and 
1 ꝗ 1 22 as fondly Obey d, almoſt to their utter Ruin; Princes 
who could neither of them keep their Word, nor be 
bound by Oaths, according to the known Popiſh Principle, of Break- 
ing Faith with thoſe that they are pleas d to call Hereticks; (though 
truer Catholicks than themſelves) and that own'd a Depoſing Pow- 
er in the Pope, of all Princes that he ſhould; though never ſo un- 
juſtly condemn as ſo, and of Abſolving their Subjects from their 
Allegiance, but find out, and agnize ſuch Princes, as near in the 
Line of Succeſſion as they could, that diſown ſuch Principles 
and that ſhould think it no Crime, but their Duty to Maintain 
our Religion, our Rights, and our Liberties; and to bind all their 
Subjects by the ſtricteſt Tie that they could to Obey them, if they 
expect the Protection of the Laws? For what is this, but-to act ac- 
cording to the common Principle of every ſenſible Creature, but e- 
ſpecially that of Mankind, the Rational, Self-Preſervation; and 
that moſt equitable Precept, of Doing as we would be Done by?

Superiority over them. In this Acception, Senſe or Meaning, ſhe ac- 
cepts of ber loving Subjects Obedience: As appears in this Queens 
Injunctions, in the Section which is intituled, an Admonition ro 
ſimple Men, decerved by Malicious. 
Thus have King James the Firſt, and Queen Elizabeth of Bleſſed 
Memory explain d themſelves. 1 Ne - 
And what is intended moreeſpecially, by Renouncing and Forſa- 
king all Foreign Furiſdidions, Powers, Smwperiorittes, and Authorities, 
will beft be known, from theſe Words of the Oath of Allegiance. 
I do truly and ſincerely Acknowledge, &c. For herein is aſ- 
ſerted, that the Pope hath no Power or Authority to Depoſe the King 
(or Queen, ) not by any Sentence of Excommunion, or pretended Abſolu- 
tion of his Subjects from their Obedience. — - And that the Pope, 
nor any Perſon whatſoever, hath Power to Abſolve from that Oath, 
Which Oath of Allegiance, doth ſo far confirm the Oath of Supre- 
macy, that Bellarmine pretending to write againſt the Oath of Al- 
legiance, does plainly throughout his Diſcourſe impugne the Oath 
off Supremacy; and as having done ſo, King James the Firſt an- 
ſwers him fully, and defends at the ſame time the Oath of Supre- 
macy excellently ; to which Detence I reter the Reader, without 
ſaying any more at preſent. For what can the Man do that comes 
ter the King. LE RE AE CAS „ | 
Obſerving only at preſent, that whatever deference we may pay 
to the Weſtern Patriarch, as being of the Weſtern Church, yet we 
can embrace no Canons or Doctrines of Faith which are plainly re- 
pugnant to Holy Scripture, as interpreted by the four Firſt Gene- 
ral Councils, and the Writings and Practice of the Fathers, of the 
Firſt and pureſt Ages of the Church: And ſince we find it impracti- 
cable that a General Council, even of the Weſtern Church thould 
be fairly Aſſembled, ſince the Pope takes upon him to make as ma- 
ny Titular Biſhops as he pleaſes to favour his Party; and ſince it 
ſeems fo improbable that they ſhould renounce their Eſtabliſh'd 
Errors, we muſt be contented, and bleſs God for it, that we have a 
true Succeſſion of Biſhops and Paſtors rightly ordained, who make 
the Holy Scripture rightly interpreted, as above mention'd, FA 
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490 
Rule of their Faith and Practice. And have this to value our 
ſelves upon, that as Great Britain was bleſt by the Birth of L 
cius, the Firſt Chriſtian King, and Con ſtantine, the Firſt Chriſtian 
Emperor; ſo likewiſe, by tlie Firſt King, that caſting off the Popes. 
Supremacy, opened the Way to a Reformation, Which King had 
the. Title of Defender of the Faith Prophetically beſtowed. upon him 
by the High Prieſt of that Time; which was truly derivid to his 
Succeſlors, Edward the Sixth; Queen Elizabeth, &c. So likewiſe 
by a King, who through God's Bleſſing retriev'd the Church, when 
almoſt loſt amongſt us: and a Gracious Queen now Reigni 
(whoin God Bleſs and Preſerve long to Reign over us) who throu 
Divine Ailiſtance, is Supporting and Defending it againſt Popery; 
as well as againſt all undermming Deſigns of thoſe, who would make 
an ungracious Uſe of a Gracious Indulgence. 75 
In brief, ſince the Pope hath Uſurped to himſelf a Power, of 
Excommunicating ſuch Princes that own. him as the Supream 
Head, (as well as others) who, will not purge their Kingdoms of 
ſuch Subjects, whom this Roman Biſhop ſhall think fit to ſtyle Here- 
ticks, (though in reality they are better Catholicks than himſelf,) 
and of abſolving their Subjects from their Allegiance: The Rule 
of a Popiſh Prince (who acknowledges this Supremacy in a Ro- 
man Biſhop) over Proteſtant Subjects is inconſiſtent; ſince whatſo- 


ever Promiſes and Vows he may make for the Maintenance and 
Security of ſuch Proteſtant Subjects, will be declar d void by the 


Pope; who will pretend readily to Abſolve ſuch Princes from 
them. And there is nothing but an unlimited Infallibility pre- 
tended to be in him, whom the Romans thus own as the Supream 
Head of the Church, which can any ways juitifie ſuch a Power, 
which he thus Claims to himſelf. The vain pretence of which In: 
fallibility will appear in the ſequel of this Diſcourſe, after ſome

anſwer, In Anſwer to which it may be faid, that there ſeems 
to be no Occaſion for thoſe Who take this Oath, to have regard to 
ſuch remote Conſequences. For whether our Legiſlators ſhall think 
it fit to interpret this Abjuration, ſo as that it ſhould extend on- 
to ſuch Popiſh Perſons in the Line of Succeſſion by Blood, as 
all be ſo at the time of the Death of any Proteſtant King or 
Queen that was in Poſſeſſion of the Crown; which may ſeem to 
be the Reaſon of their being cut off by this Law, which was made 
for the Security of the Prozeftant Releien Se.

of ſo great Concern, that all other regards of Temporal Intereſts 
ſhonld be ſubmitted to this, it being a Buſineſs of the greateſt Mo-

him trouble for thus doing his Duty; Since likewiſe. it is provided by a 
Statute of this Realm, that all Members of Parliament, and all that bear 
any conſiderable Office Military or Civil, Se. ſhall receive the Bleſſed Sa- 
crament, which howſoever they were bound to receive before, after they 
came to the Age of Sixteen Years, Thrice every Year by the Canons of the 
Church, there ſeems to be a fair way laid open, through the Divine Provi- 
dence, for a frequent Communion in every Pariſh Church, fo that the moſt 
Proper AA of Evangelical! Wn ſhip in the Bleſſed Sacrament, may not be omir- 
ted at any Solemn Day; from being preſent at which, it having a diſtinct 
Office in our Liturgy, I know not how any good Chriſtians amongſt us, 


who have once receiv d, or do intend feriooſly to difpofe themſelves to re- 
ceive, can excuſe themſelves, though through great Reverence to the Bleſ- 
ſed Sacrament,” and in order to diſpoſe” themſelves fill the better for the 
Reception, they do not conſtantly Receive, but would: be ſtill exerciſing 
proper Acts of Devotion by praying for themſelves, and for bhaſe deer do

better ſort of thoſe who go to hear Tt eser At Private Meetings, 

which have a good Effect upon ſome for the Reformation of Manners, 
in ſome kind, yet world not abſent chemſelves, were they convinc d, as they 
oughr to be, g the neceſſity of [Receiving duly che Bleſſed Sacramenr in Or- 
der to their Salvation; and that the Diſſenting Preachers have not a Power

And thus the due and conflant Celebration and Reception of this Bleſſed 
Sacrament, which through the Wiſdom and Gogdneſs of God is ardain'd, 
as the moſt ptoper Means for the Reformation of our Lives in order to ou 
Eternal Salvation; and for the- Preſervation, of Unity amongſt Chriſtians, 
when other good Means that are uſed. do fail amongſt us, would obrain its 
bleſſed Effect for the Glory, of God, and the good of his Church Militant 
here on Earth, by ptomoting Peace Abroad, alſo as well as Peace at Home. 
Some of theſe Points before mention d, Honoured. Sir, I had the Oppor- 
tunity of diſcourſing to ygu briefly about, and found you ro be of a moſt obli- 
ing Temper and Diſpoſition, ; and willing to embrace what was propoſed; 
bot my Books: and Papers not having been then come from England; and I 
being unwilling co ſpeak all without Book, and without ſhe wing you Au- 
thentick Proofs of what I ſaid, took this further oceaſion of Writing to you. 
And having found you to be a Gentleman of as Candid a Temper as ever 1 
met withal, I have dealt with all the Candor that I could in this my Diſcourſe; 
For ag to the taking the Oath, I have urg d nothing but what neceſſarily 
follows from your on Conceſſion, and was glad to find you.convinc'd in 
Effect at my firſt Meeting with FOB: n att er 1 ; 
And indeed. the main Points of Supremacy and Allegiance may be deter- 
mind in few Words. For fince all the Power of Spiritual Paſtors and Go- 
vernors in relation to Temporal Affairs, and the extent of their Juriſdiction 
thereunro; appertaining is deriv'd from ſecular Princes and States, who have 
made ſomerimes very large Conceſſions, and low Submiſſions for the Spiritual 
Sdod and Peace of themſelves and their Subjects, as they thought; 
yet when they have prov d otherwiſe, they have made uſe of their Power to re. 
tract rhem, and have thougbt themſelves oblig d fo to do; eſpecially in caſe 
of violent Intruſion and Incroachment, after ſome Conceſſions made, though 
there ſhould be long, but wrongful Poſſeſſion: For it is enough in this Caſe, 
to have made lawful Interruption upon convenient Occaſions, even by the 
Civil Law and ſwe have a Maxim in our Common Law, that there is no 
Preſcription againſt the King. Nullum Tempus occurrit Regi.. And we have 


a Preſcription, alſo.now. on qux ſide. iu hos 5: Arges * 
And in Relation to the Teſt-Act, wherein Tranſubſtantiation is requir d 
to be Renounc d, I have not raked up the many groſs Abſurdities that follow:

Ears; but only ſhew'd you, that the Learned, and the beſt of your own
